and wera bombarding the Germans from
tlia #ea. Whather or not the British
North S8ea patrol had bean weakenad was
not indleated, A powerful factory In Td-
inhurgh, on the North Ses, was seized by
the Hritish military forces, and the Intl-
mation was that it was«lo be fortified
against a posaible {nvasion.

Should the Kaiser attempt to place foot
on Britiah soll It would he the most dar-
tng move of all hls bold challenges esince
ke defled substantially the whole of Eu-
rope in n war of the nations,

CHURCHILISS TAUNT.
Winston Spencer Churchill, First Lord
of the Britlah Amiralty. tnunted the Ger-
mans on such tacties and dared tham

into the open. He said they were like
rats in a hole, and If they would not come
out and fight the British would pull them
otit and make Lthem fight. But the Ger-
mans would not be pulled out, When It
euited thelr good pleasure, little “iron
rats" darted out from their holes and a
British hattleship went to the beottom,
Beside, the Germana sent little fosting
explosives down the currents of the North
Bea and mora DBritlish  wareraft wns
wragled

In addlitlon, German crulsers, the Nurn-
berk, Lelpsig and KEmden, have wrought
havoe with British shipping, The Emden
alone hans sunk gix Britlsh merchant ships
in Bengal Bay., Her work had been like
that of the plgmy Alabama in the Amer]-
ean Civil War,

Germany’'s naval poliey, hence, haa
bean Lo earry on 4 rilder’s warfare, strik-
Ing n blow where o blow counted and do-
ing an much damage na possible with
least cost to itself, And the German sub-
marine has proved the pew terror of the
BEii.

But what of the new polley, If such has
been adopted? Wil Germany risk bhattla
wihth Grenst Britaln, whose naval forcoes
are vastly superlor, in numhere and ton-
page, at leawt? England 8 stronger at
sea than both Germany nnd France com-
bined.
